this month at only 17,096,00 acres.

a surprisingly low figure and is more than 


two and a half million acres less than was 


under cultivation at this time in 1954 


Moreover, the 17,096,000 acres is over one 


million acres less than the total apportioned 


to growers under the marketing quota pro­ 


gram now in existence.

The acreage 
recently 
reported 
indicates 


that the cotton crop this year will total ap­ 


proximately 10,000,000 to 11,000 000 bales. 


Last year's cotton crop was over 13,500,000, 


while the 10-year average is 12,500,000. 


Despite the smaller crop indicated, this will 


be enough to meet demand. 
There is a sur­ 


plus of over 10,000,000 boles from big crops 


of past years in government and private hands. 


The recent Department of Agriculture re­ 


port shows that plantings were eight per cent 


below allotments in the Southeast, while be­ 


ing only three per cent below allotment in 


Texas and the Far West, 
In the states of 


New Mexico and Arizona the full allotment 


was planted. 


The smaller cotton crop this year indicates 


that the surplus of more than 10,000,000 


bales may be cut down in the next 12 months. 


Consumption is likely to account for all of 


this year's crap and some of the backlog. 
A 


smaller crop should not hurt cotton prices, 


which are averaging about 31 cents a pound
